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SUBJECT: DAILY ACTIVITIES REPORT FROM THE PRINCIPALS, 
MONDAY, MAY 19, 1975 

FOR THE SECRETARY FROM ROBERT S. INGERSOLL 

IN A FAREWELL CALL, CANADIAN AMBASSADOR CADIEUX NOTED 
THAT IT WOULD NOT SURPRISE HIM IF THE CANADIANS 
ENCOUNTERED DIFFICULTY IN FULFILLING ENERGY EXPORT 
COMMITMENTS. ACCORDING TO CADIEUX, THERE ARE INDICA- 
TIONS THAT SHORT TERM DOMESTIC OIL AND GAS SUPPLY WILL 
BE LOWER THAN ANTICIPATED. I POINTED OUT THAT OIL 
EXPLORATION IN CANADA IS DECLINING BECAUSE OF 
UNCERTAINTY BY OIL COMPANIES ABOUT FUTURE CANADIAN 
REGULATORY POLICY. CADIEUX ACKNOWLEDGED THIS IS 
ONE RESULT OF THE POWER STRUGGLE BETWEEN FEDERAL AUTHORI- 
TIES AND THE PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENTS. 
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1 MET WITH JOHN NORTON MOORE TO REVIEW THE RESULTS OE 
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THE RECENTLY RECESSED LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE IN 
GENEVA. HE IS CONCERNED - AND RIGHTLY SO - BY OUR 
INABILITY TO GET A CLEAR DECISION TO END THE CONFERENCE 
IN 1976, AS WELL AS BY THE PROBLEMS WE HAVE BEEN HAVING 
WITH THE DEEP SEABEDS NEGOTIATIONS IN COMMITTEE I. 

JOHN BELIEVES WE NEED TO TAKE A HARD LOOK AT OUR 
NEGOTIATING METHODS IN THAT COMMITTEE IF THE DEEP 
SEABEDS ISSUE IS NOT TO STAND BETWEEN US AND A COMPRE- 
HENSIVE TREATY. ON THE POSITIVE SIDE, HE CONSIDERS 
THE SINGLE NEGOTIATING TEXT A SIGNIFICANT DOCUMENT, 
PARTICULARLY AS IT ADDRESSES THE QUESTIONS RELATED TO 
STRAITS, ARCHIPELAGOS, THE ECONOMIC ZONE, AND THE 
SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES. HEADING OFF INTERIM LEGISLATION 
ON DEEP SEABEDS WILL BE ONE OF OUR MAJOR CONCERNS IN THE 
MONTHS AHEAD, BUT JOHN ESTIMATES THAT IT CAN BE DONE. 

WITH LEN UNGER - HOME ON CONSULTATION - I DISCUSSED OUR 
RELATIONS WITH THE GRC IN THE CONTEXT OF SUCH RECENT 
DEVELOPMENTS AS CHIANG'S DEATH, ECONOMIC PROBLEMS RELATED 
TO THE GRC'S HEAVY DEPENDENCE ON EXPORTS TO THE U.S. AND 
JAPAN, AND OUR RELATIONSHIP WITH THE PRC. ALL THINGS 
CONSIDERED, THE GRC IS REMARKABLY STABLE AND PROCEEDING 
ON A STEADY COURSE. 

DURING THE COURSE OF THE DAY, I WORKED WITH SCOWCROFT, 
LEIGH AND DOD TO RESOLVE INTERAGENCY DISAGREEMENTS ON 
THE ZABLOCKI BILL CONCERNING ACDA. DOD BALKED AT THE 
SPECIFIC LANGUAGE WHICH HAD BEEN WORKED OUT WITH THE 
HILL, AND WE ARE IN DANGER OF FACING THE SENATE MARK-UP 
TOMORROW WITHOUT THE COHESIVE ADMINISTRATION POSITION 
WE THOUGHT WE HAD. IN THE WORST INSTANCE, THIS COULD 
LEAD TO AN UNACCEPTABLE BILL WHICH THE PRESIDENT MIGHT 
FEEL OBLIGED TO VETO. WE ARE TRYING TO BUY TIME BY 
HAVING THE MARK-UP POSTPONED. 

ALSO DURING THE DAY: SMALL GROUP MEETING AND A CALL BY 
BOB FRITTS, OUR AMBASSADOR TO RWANDA. 

TOMORROW: MEETINGS WITH OUR AMBASSADORS TO BULGARIA AND 
TOGO.

ATTENDED SMALL GROUP. 

AT LUNCHEON WITH ADMIRAL MAX MORRIS (JCS), STU FRENCH 
(DOD), JOHN NORTON MOORE AND TOM CLINGAN, DISCUSSED OUR 
NEXT MOVE IN THE LAW OF THE SEA NEGOTIATIONS, PARTICULARLY 
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THE DEEP SEABEDS. MORRIS AND FRENCH AGREED WITH US 
THAT THE LEVEL OF THE NEGOTIATIONS MUST BE RAISED FROM 
THE TECHNOCRAT LEVEL TO THE HEADS OF DELEGATIONS LEVEL 
OR EVEN THE FOREIGN MINISTER LEVEL IN SOME OF THE KEY 
GROUP OF 77 COUNTRIES AND THAT WE MUST DEAL WITH THE 
MODERATES IN THE GROUP. 

IN TESTIMONY THIS MORNING BEFORE A HOUSE MERCHANT MARINE 
AND FISHERIES SUBCOMMITTEE ON 200 MILE FISHERIES LEGIS- 
LATION, MOORE AND CLINGAN INDICATED THAT WE ARE NOW 
REVIEWING THE RESULTS OF THE LOS CONFERENCE AND ARE 
FORMULATING AN INTERIM POLICY ON FISHERIES PENDING THE 
EVENTUAL CONCLUSION OF AN LOS TREATY. THE SUBCOMMITTEE 
MADE IT CLEAR THAT THEY WOULD BE PROCEEDING TO MARK-UP 
200 MILE LEGISLATION IN THE VERY NEAR FUTURE. ALTHOUGH 
WE DIDN'T SAY SO TODAY, WE WILL SUPPORT SUCH LEGIS- 
LATION AND ATTEMPT TO DESIGN IT TO CORRESPOND TO THE 
TEXT WE EXPECT TO EVENTUALLY COME OUT OF LOS. CONGRESS- 
MAN MCCLOSKEY, WHO WAS VERY SUPPORTIVE OF MOORE AND 
CLINGAN AT THE HEARING, URGED THAT WE INVITE MEMBERS 
OF THE COMMITTEE OR ITS STAFF TO PARTICIPATE IN THE 
FORMULATION OF OUR POLICY RATHER THAN PRESENTING THEM 
WITH A FINISHED PACKAGE. WE MADE IT CLEAR THAT 
WE INTEND TO WORK VERY CLOSELY WITH INTERESTED 
CONGRESSMEN AND SENATORS OVER THE NEXT FEW WEEKS. 

REVIEWED WITH PM AND MEMBERS OF MY STAFF OUR POLICY 
ON INCLUDING A STATEMENT ON SECTION 502B AND HUMAN 
RIGHTS IN DOCUMENTS ACCOMPANYING PROPOSED PRESIDENTIAL 
DETERMINATIONS REGARDING SECURITY ASSISTANCE AND SALES. 

REVIEWED ADVANCE COPY OF A LETTER TO YOU FROM STROM 
THURMOND AND JESSE HELMS SUPPORTING AN INTERPRETATION 
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OF SECTION 25 OF THE FOREIGN ASSISTANCE ACT OF 1974 
WHICH WOULD PERMIT FMS CASH SALES TO CHILE. THEY HAVE 
ALREADY OBTAINED SOME 100 SIGNATURES IN THE HOUSE AND 
UNKNOWN NUMBER IN THE SENATE. 

ATTENDED PRESENTATION BY SECRETARY SCHLESINGER OF THE 
DISTINGUISHED CIVILIAN SERVICE AWARD TO ERIC VON MARBOD 
FOR HIS SERVICES IN VIETNAM. SECDEF SAID THAT OVER 
ONE HALF BILLION DOLLARS OF SPECIAL MILITARY EQUIPMENT 
WAS RETRIEVED BY VON MARBOD AND HIS STAFF DURING THOSE 
LAST FEW DAYS IN VIETNAM. INGERSOLL 
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
